4. Claims 1-4, 7, 8, !0, 1 1 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as heing anticipated 
by Kratzenberg et al. 

Kratzenbergdiscloses an advertising system that comprises a plurality of disp.ay panels

Regarding claim 4, see Fig. 1 . 
They have a common theme: advertising. 
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Regarding claim 10, the "surface" has not been defined. Therefore, if the "surface" is 
defined as the portion of the building covered by the displays, the displays, by definition, cover 
the entire surface. 

5. Claims 11-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Fant et al. 

Fant discloses a passenger loading apparatus (an elevator entryway) that has a surface of 
a wall (i.e., the doors) visible to a passenger passing therethrough. A display 16, 18 is affixed to 

the surface of the wall. 

Regarding claim 13, the claim does not specify how much of the wall is covered by the 
sticker. The sticker disclosed by Fant does cover a portion of the walls 12, 14.

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action:

7. Claims 5 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Kratzenberg et al. in view of Drueck. 

Kratzenberg discloses the invention substantially as claimed, as set forth above, except 
that there is no ceiling advertisement display. Drueck teaches that it was known in the art to 
provide a ceiling advertisement display. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill 
in the art at the time the invention was made to augment the panel disclosed by Kratzenberg with 
a ceiling advertisement display, as taught by Drueck, in order to increase the amount of 
advertising space available.
